in the examination as a private candidate, t.e., 
other than as a regular student or a late college 
student; 

iill) Pre-Medical Certificate obtained after having 
passed the Pre-Engineering or equivalent exa- 
mination (in such a case, marks obtained in 
Biology might be added to the marks obtained 
In English, Physics Chemistry obtained at the 
Pre-Engineering examination) . 

(d) has his name submitted to the Registrar by the 
head of the college in which he is enrolled; 

(<■) produces the following certificates signed by the 
head of his college : 

(/) of good character, 

(//) of having attended not less than three- 
quarters of the full course of lectures de- 
livered and practicals conducted in each 
of the subjects of examination. Provided 
that deficiency in the number of lectures 
and in practicals may be condoned bv the 
Principal umlfer the rules made by the 
Syndicate; 

(lit) of having completed dissection in detail of 
head and neck. 


Provided that the Syndicate or the determining authority 
shall have power to exclude any candidate from the exa- 
mination if it is satisfied that such candidate is not a fit 
person to be admitted thereto, 


25. Regulation 7-A for the Degree of Bachelor o 
Pharmacy Examination at page 418 of the Calendar 
Volume IT. 1971, shall read as under •— 


1. The duration of the course for the degree of Master 
of Library Science shall be one academic year and the 
examination shall be divided into two parts — viz, Part 
I at the end of the First Semester and Part II at the end 
of the Second Semester. The examination in Part T will 
be held in November/December and again in April/ 
May of the following year along with Part II. A sup- 
plementary examination will he held in November of the 
same year for candidates who fail In Part II examination 
held in AprllJMay. 

The Syndicate may fix some other dates for these exa- 
minations if they consider it necessary. 

9.1. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
this examination shall be 50% in (a) each theory paper, 
(b) each practical, and (r) dissertation. 

9.2. A candidate who fails in the first semester exa- 
mination hut obtains pass marks In ct subject or subjects 
shall be exempted from re-appearing in such subject or 
subjects; he may be allowed to join the semester II class 
provisionally and to appear in both the Semester exa- 
minations simultaneously In May of the following year, 
but if he does not pass in the remaining subject or sub. 
jects of the first Semester at the May examination, his 
result of the Second Semester examination shall he can- 
celled. 

9.3. A candidate who has failed In one or more theory 
paper or one or more practical may be allowed to reap- 
pear at the supplementary examination of the same year 
in such paper (s) and practical (j) and if he obtains 
the pass marks in such paper (s) and practical (s) he 
shall be deemed to have passed the examination. 

REGULATIONS FOR CERTIFICATE EXAMINATION 
IN CHINESE have been revised to read ns under ; — 

1. WITH effect from the admissions to be made hi 
July, 1972. the present one-year course for Certificate in 
Chinese will be replaced by a two-year course. The exa- 
mination for the one year course will continue to be held 
up to 1975 for failed candidates. 

2. The examination for the Certificate In Chinese shall 
he held annually in two parts. Part I at the end of the first 
year and Part 11 at then end of the second year In the 
month of July or on such other date as may be fixed by 
the Syndicate. 

3. The examination in Part I shall he open to any 
candidate, who—

(A) has passed the Higihfer Secondary or Pre-Uni- 
versitv examination of the Pan fab University or an 
equivalent examination of anv other recognised Univer- 
sitv/Board. and nroduces the following certificates signed 
bv the Head of the University Department of Chinese ;

Provided that a deficiency in the number of lectures 
may be condoned- — 

(i) upto 15 lectures by the Head of the Depart 
ment, 

(ii) upto 25 lectures by the Dean of University In- 
struction. 

or 

(B) is admitted as a private candidate under the re- 
gulation relating to Private candidates for the Pre-Uni- 
versity examination and has passed not less than one 
vear previously Part I examination for Certificate in 
Chinese. 

5. Every candidate for both Parts I and II shall for- 
ward his application to the Registrar for admission to the 
examination on the prescribed form, through the Head 
of the department, at least six weeks before the comence 
ment of the examination, accompanied by a fee of Rs. 
30 for each part. 

Whenever the application of fee of the candidate is 
received more than three days after the last date prescri- 
bed above, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs, 5 
provided that such application shall only be entertained 
up to two weeks before the commencement of the exa- 
mination. 


6. Tor each of Part I and II examination, there ;,*all 
be two written papers of three hours’ duration and an 
oral lest. The total number of marks allotted to each

7. English shall be the medium of examination. 

8. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
each part of the examination shall be 40 per cent in 
each paper and the oral test separately and 45 per cent 
in the aggregate. 

9. The successful candidates shall be classified into 
three divisions, as under : — 

(i) Those who obtain 60 per cent or more of the 
aggregate number of marks in Part I and Part 
II examinations taken together shall be placed 
in the first division, 

(ii) Those who obtain less than 60 per cent but not 
less than 50 per cent marks in Part I and Part 
II examinations taken together, shall be placed 
in the second division, 

(iii) Those who obtain below 50 per cent marks in 
Part I and Part II examinations taken together, 
shall be placed in the third division. 

10. Four weeks after the termination of the examina- 
tion or as soon thereafter as is possible, the Registrar 
shall publish a list of candidates who have passed, 

11. Each successful candidate shall be granted a certi- 
ficate showing the division in which he has passed as 
laid down in Regulation 9.
